Group will not get any help from council. 


The refuge, which provides emergency shelter for women and children, 


was given an annual $30,000 grant by the Federal Labor Government. 


"As a result of a halt in financing under the new 
Government, the refuge must now look to other sources 
of funds to maintain the provision of temporary shelter 
for women and their children who have come from 


violent and/or traumatic situations,” 


council says. 


The refuge is based in 
Moonee Ponds — a cen- 
tral suburb in the region, 


The letter from the 
group said the cost of 
‘running the shelter is 


$30,000 a year, and all 
councils in the region 
were being asked to help 
bear the burden for next 
year. 

Each council is asked 
to provide $4000. i 

Commenting on the 
request, the town clerk, 
Mr, Sid Fell, told the 
councillors al a meeting 
of the general purposes 
committee, that the Sal- 
vation Army in Altona 
will secon provide “simi- 
Jar emergency shelter.” 

“Accordingly, I recom- 
mend that the council not 
agree to ‘the Moonee 
Ponds group request,” he 
said. 

Mr, Fell’s recommenda- 
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tion was adopted by 
councillors on a motion 
by Cr, Alan Shaw and Cr, 
Daniel Duane. 

Lieutenant Ray Finger, 
of the Salvation Army in 
Altona, said the accom- 
modation to be provided, 
in Queen Street, would be 
“a general purpose unit,” 

“It will provide, we 
hope, for two families for

The shopping complex planned for Humes 
Quarry in Millers Road, Altona North, is being 
held up by the Country Roads Board. 


The Board of Works, without notifying the CRB, 
issued a land use permit for the complex, on the west 
side of Millers Road between Ducsa and Beuron roads. 


The facilities proposed 
by the developers to cope 
with the traffic expected 
when the centre is open 
do not satisfy the CRB. 


Altona’s city engineer, 
Mr. Ralph Simmons, told 


councillors last week that 
unless both Duosa and 
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Beuron roads are widen- 
ed, the Millers Road- 
Duosa Road intersection 
altered, and traffic lights 
installed in Millers 
Road “serious _ traffic 
problems could be ex- 
pected.”

’ Jobless young 


people, especially 


in the western region, are caught in a 


cruel trap — a sort 


Many employers seem 
to have hardened their 
hearts against the young. 

Latest official figures 
show that of 62,397 regis 
tered unemployed in Vic- 
toria at the end of August 
23,935 were “juniors” 
(under 21), But in parts of 
the west the jobless young 
amount to nearly 50 per 
cent. of the total, 

Employment officers are 
deeply concerned. One of 
them, Mr. Gerry Nooney, 
manager of the Newport 
branch of the Com- 
monweaith. Employment 
Service, made this 
eloquent appeal this week 
on behalf of the young: 

“IT call on employers, 
particularly local ones, to 
revise their thinking about 
young people seeuing jobs. 

“Many employers re- 
gard young applicants as 
irresponsible, unstable and 
a risk to employ. 

“foo many are seeking 
the hypothetically ‘perfect’ 
applicant — married, aged 
about 30, settled, with two 
a mortgage, a 
stable work history and 
plenty of work experience. 

“Employerss naturally, 
are puzzled when they see 
so many out of work but 
have trouble getting the 
ssorts of people they want 
to employ. 

“They must realise that 
a large proportion of-the 
people out ‘of work are 
young people. 

“And it is probably as 
hard now as it ever was to 
find the ‘perfect’ applicant. 

“While 1 dont suggest 
that all young people are| 
perfect, 1 would urge em- 
ployers to coifsider each 
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of Trap 22. 


case on its merits rather 
than impose the blanket 
age restrictions so com- 
mon at present. 

“The National Employ- 
ment and Training System 
(NEAT) administered by 
the CES can be used to 
overcome the lack of ex- 
perience many young 
people suffer from. 

“I invite employers to 
help young people break 
what has become a Catch 
22 situation — one needs 
experience to get a job but 
one needs a job to get ex- 
perience. 

“At the end of August, 
in the area covered by the 
Newport office of the CES 
about 400, nearly 50 per 
cent. of the people regis- 
tered as unemployed, were 
under 21, The total num- 
ber of vacancies for young 
people held by the office 
at the same time was 
two.” 

Other employment 
offices in the region — at 
Footscray, Sunshine, St. 
Albans and Altona — also 
give a dark picture of the 
plight of the young. 

The Commonwealth 
Government has just ac- 
knowledged the special 
problem of young people 
with a decision by Cabinet 
to increase subsidies to 
employers under the 
NEAT scheme.
